Wild tales have come 
from that Kentucky county, made 
famous by warfare among its 
mountain farmers; the world out- 
side has known and wondered, bat 
that is all. We have here a reve- 
lation. Never before have the 
Underlying reasons — the motives 
leading to frightful and repeated 
tragedy — been fully compre- 
hend^!. The article is go sin- 
cerely truthful as to attract the 
attention of eminent men in all 
parts of the country.
